During the month of June Dr. Michel- 
son was present at the great Sun Festi- 
val of this tribe which originated as 
a ceremony of worship to the Sun god, 
and has been continued in spite of al- 
terde religions beliefs. This dance is 
a very picturesque one, as hre most of 
the Indian ceremonials. It Is per- 
formed only by the men of the tribe 
and consists chiefly of rythmic move- 
ments In time to the beating of many 
drums. 

Some of the strangest customs of 
any Indian tribe have been preserved 
among the Foxes. They are Intensely 
Jealous of their collection of treaties, 
medals, trophies, and scraps of Infor- 
mation which they do not In the least 
understand, but which nevertheless 
have the highest value In their eyes.

A constant Are of editorial comment and personal expression 
on the part of the Hatchet, the Razz Berry, the Petticoat and 
other student sources has been directed in the past few years 
towards the establishment of a School of Journalism at George 
Washington University. Petitions have been drawn up and sent 
to the President and students have expressed their belief that 
such an extension of the University would be in line with the 
need and developments going on in the National Capital and which 
should be reflected in her educational institutions. After the 
view was expressed that such a school was out of the question, 
for a few years at least, student opinion was turned toward the 
quite reasonable suggestion that a gradual extension be made 
along journalistic lines, adding a class or two wherever possible 
and thus building the foundation of a possible School of 
Journalism. 

Notwithstanding this plea, and without any definite reason 
so far as can be noted, the day class in journalism, the only class 
offered for day school students, has been dropped from the cur- 
riculum this year, leaving only the night class. During the past 
two years the day journalism class has been filled to capacity, 
and last year students had to be turned away from it. The 
registration for both the day and night class last year was high, 
the day class alone running about forty-six students. 

This class was well filled, it was liked by all who took it, and 
many students had planned to enroll for it this year. The Uni- 
versity has a great number of problems to face in the selection 
of the subjects to be taught here, but surely when such a class 
had been well established and the trend among a good portion 
of the student body was toward even greater work in journalism, 
there seems to be utterly no reason for the dropping of such a 
class from the list. It is understood that the faculty member 
who taught the day class in Journalism resigned during the sum- 
mer to accept a position with another University, but surely his 
place could have been filled before the opening of school. We do 
not want to seem too critical of the policies'of'the UhtversflfjF and 
realize that a great deal has to be considered that is not always 
apparent to the layman, but it certainly seems in this case that 
the University is not catering to the student body by which it 
exists in dropping the morning class in Journalism. 

A FROSH MIXER 

It has been several years since a real, live Freshman mixer 
has been held at the University and it would be an excellent thing 
for the members of the class of ’30 to come together in an informal 
gathering of this kind. A few years ago the Freshman mixer 
was a yearly affair and much that went to make for spirit and 
unity of class and University came out of it. Here the Freshmen 
come to know each other as brother and sister classmembers ; 
here the first feeling pf unanimity is often born. If such a mixer 
could be held before the Freshmen elections it would enable the 
class/ to look more carefully over the field of aspirants for office 
and make more intelligent selections.

Make the freshmen wear their caps, require attendance at all 
games and enforce it, demand the respect which an upper class- 
man deserves from a freshman, force the freshmen into a real 
class organization which will be something more than a name, 
and the cornerstone of class unity and strength will be laid. This 
is not simply an opportunity for amusement for sophomores, it 
is a matter of vital importance to the University.
